After  last  year's  schedule, 
this  year's  Demon  know  what 
to  expect.  With  three  returning 
starters  that  averaged  in 
double  figures,  including  the 
top  iwo  rebounders.  NSU  will 
continue  to  operate  from  the 
patient  patlemed  offense  that 
last  year  resulted  in  a  field 
goal  percentage  of  .529,  11th 
best  among  the  nation's  1-A 
schools. 

Sweet-shooting  Victor 
Willis,  last  year's  leading 
scorer  at  15.6.  returns  at  one 
guard  spot  with  improved 
ball-handling  skills  and  his 
usual  array  of  rainbow 
jumpers.  Willis' 

backcourt  partner,  sophomore 
Freeman  Williams,  is  a  lean 
and  mean  fighting  machine 
after  a  summer  of  hitting  the 
weights  and  popping  the  15 
foot  jump  shot, 

The  guard  corps  will  be  just 
as  strong  off  the  bench.  Patrick 
Wesley,  a  6-3  iumping  jack, 
led  the  Demons  in  dunks  and 
"oohs   and   aahs"    from   the 
crowd    last    year.    Craig 
Calcote,   a  junior  with  two 
years  ol  employment  in  ihc 
Demon  basketball  workshop, 
blends    experience    wilh    a 
tougher  ihan  nails  brand  of 
defense    William   Young,  a 
muscular  lunior.  brings  with 


him  the  ability  of  gelling  the 
crucial  re-bounds. 

Jimmy  McCrimon,  a  high 
school  all-America,  signed  on 
with  the  Demons  in  August 
DcWayne    Walkins,    like 
McCrimon  a  junior  college 
transfer,  can  play  ihe  point 
guard  position  or  as  a  shooting 
guard,    blending    in    solid 
defense.    Corrie    Stewart, 
possibly  the  best  ball  handler 
on    the    team    and    a    ball- 
hawking  guard  on  defense,  is  a 
cinch  for  much  playing  time.

Goodwin  and  his  crew,  the  ups 
came  during  the  opening 
portion  of  the  schedule,  the 
downs  during  the  latter  half 
And  it  is  the  downs  that  had 
the  coach  in  the  dumps  as  he 
reviewed  the  1986  season. 

"Finishing  0-2  like  we  did 
doesn't  give  you  much 
momenium  for  the  offseason 
or  recruiting,'"  Goodwin  said. 
"I'm  real  down  because  of  the 
way  tilings  ended,  and  maybe  I 
shouldn't  be,  but  wc  should 
have  finished  7-3-1  and  been 
in  the  playoffs.  When  you 
consider  the  opportunity  wc 
had  ;md  then  to  play  as  poorly 
as  wc  did  —  it  leaves  a  bitter 
laslc  in  your  mouth." 

Going    into    ihc    season's 
final  two  games,  the  Demons 


stood  at  5-3-1  with  contests 
against  Boise  State  and 
Stephen  F.  Austin  remaining. 
Two  wins  probably  would 
have  landed  NSU  a  I-A  A  play- 
off berth,  especially  when 
considering  that  NichoUs 
Slate  and  Sam  Houston,  two 
teams  the  Demons  defeated 
during  the  year,  both  made  it 
into  post-season  play. 

Instead  of  two  "w's,"  NSU 
got  a  couple  of  "I's"  on  the 
wrong  side  of  the  won-loss 
column.  NSU  lost  a  school 
record  six  fumbles  against 
Boise  State  and  similarly  self- 
dcstrucied  against  Stephen  F.

The  Northwestern  State 
Demons  and  Lady  Demons 
placed  fourth  and  fifth  respec- 
tively in  the  Gulf  Star  Confer- 
ence Cross  Country  Meet  held 
at  Oak  Knoll  Country  Club  in 
Hammond.  La.,  near  South- 
eastern Louisiana  University 
last  November  5th. 

In  1985,  the  Demons  took 
third  place  in  the  GSC  meet  in 
both  men's  and  women's  divi- 
sion.
